Dear Andy, 

Your reprint of LC4XP’s story about his 2-meter fouling the ‘‘brain-box”’ in his new 
Toyota, inspired me to wrste this article about a VHF /HF installation in ‘my 1981 VW: 
Rabbit. It is pertinent to Mr. Gilliam’s trouble, but first I would like to describe my in- 
stallation, because I believe it is unique and may be of interest to some of your readers. 


I make only one or two long trips by automobile each summer, generally to the mid- 
west. Being a widower, living alone, I also travel alone. A 2-meter rig in the Rabbit was 
good company on these trips, besides being a safety feature in event of an emergency. 
However, I am basically a CW operator, and on these previous trips I missed my daily 
(CW) schedules with friends around the country. 

This past summer, before starting on the trip north, I decided that some how or other I’d 


take my Ten-Tec Omni along to maintain these daily schedules and keep in touch back ~ 


home in Bradenton. It took a bit of ingenuity, but as the photos show, I made it! In- 
cidentally, the photos were taken by my friend Barry Yoder W8SJO/4. 

The Omni is not exactly a tiny rig, and as most of us have discovered, the modern 
automobile doesn’t have much metal in the dashboard region for ham-radio installations. 
It was only by removing the ash tray that I was able to mount the smaller 2-meter rig 
under the dash. Since I don’t have a passenger on these trips, it seemed the only logical 
place to mount the Omni and be able to tune and operate it, was alongside me, over the 

« front passenger seat. ; 
A framework was constructed of PVC pipe and a piece of plywood (covered with braid 
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rug) attached to it to form a table or platform for the Omni. The latter was fastened tothe 


table with two clamps over the ‘‘bail’’ in front, and by a heavy wire attached to the ground 


terminal in the rear and run thru a hole in the table and secured below. The frame was _ 


built with the forward support sloping forward to rest on the floor of the car in the “‘bite’’ 
where it begins to rise up toward the firewall. The aft support was made shorter and 
vertical, and set on the passenger seat against the backrest. The seat belt was used to hold 
this end secure. The adjustable feature of the backrest was used to push the frame for- 
ward snugly against the dashboard just below the glovebox. This made a very sturdy 
installation and took only a few minutes to putin placeorremove. - ; 

The HF antenna was mounted on the right hand side of the rear bumper (the 2-meter 
antenna is a mag-mount on the roof), A single 1/2’’ hole in the top of the bumper allowed 
use of a simple feed-thru mount. The antennas are helically wound, center loaded, mono- 
band types with quick disconnect fittings. These antennas present very little wind load, 
and the use of a spring is not necessary as long as reasonable precautions are taken to 
avoid low overhead obstructions. The top of the antenna extends to only about 9-1/2 feet off 
the roadway. i ie ; 

Another installation problem was mounting my bug-key so that I could use it while 
“underway.’’ The configuration of the Rabbit’s dash made the solution rather simple. As 
the pictures show, the bug was placed on the sloping portion of the dash, to the right of 

‘ center. It was held in place with double-sided adhesive tape, but I believe Velcro material 
would probably be better. In this position, it was very easy and comfortable for me to . 
reach over and operate the bug, while keeping the other hand on the steering wheel. With 
the bug placed fore and aft, car vibration and bumps in the road did not cause false 
keying. Only when going around corners too fast would the bug key itself. Thestraightkey — 


’ shown was for emergency use only - hi! r 


Results with this mobile HF installation far exceeded my expectations. To date I have 
only operated on the 20 and 40 meter bands, but on this last trip I maintained daily 
scheduled with friends here in Florida and in other parts of the country, while traveling 
the interstates and also while in the St. Louis area. So much for that! Ria 

Now, getting back to KC4X0’s problem of RFI in his Toyota. First of all, I’ve had no 
problem with malfunction of the Rabbit’s electronic ignition or other accessories while 
operating on the 2-meter band. < Shae 

Initial HF operations of hte Omni were on the 40 meter band. While underway, the 
Rabbit ran normally, but there was intermittent flashing of one or two of the idiot lights — 
when the transmitter was keyed. On 20. meters it was a different story. The first time I 
operated on that band, while underway, besides the idiot lights flashing, when I keyed the — 
transmitter the electronic ignition cut-off. Fortunately, it would immediately return to 
normal operation when I unkeyed the transmitter, and there was no apparent damage to > 
the “‘brain-box.” BUT — picture yourself going down the interstate at the legal speed 
(give or take 5 MPH) and imagine the shock when suddenly the engine cuts off! My 
Rabbit does not have automatic transmission, and it slows down rather suddenly when 
power is cut-off. I found that out the hard way! Needless to say, on the rest of the trip 
whenever I wanted to operate on 20 meters, I’d pull over off the road and stop. p 

Since returning from that trip I have made a few minor changes. A piece of RG-8/U 
coax cable has replaced the original unshielded direct 12-volt circuit from the battery to 
the Omni. A choke/capacitor assembly (normally used on alternators to reduce “hash” 
QRM in the receiver) and a feed-thru bypass capacitor were placed in the circuit at the 
battery. Also, for good measure, ferrite beads were placed on the battery leads close to 
the Omni input. Brief tests on 20 meters indicate these changes may have solved the 
ignition cut-off problem, but the idiot lights still flash. Further tests will be made, but in 


the meantime I am waiting for a reply to my letter to the VW folks, hoping they will offer _ 
a “oR Be 


some practical suggestions. 


> 


I really don’t expect much, if any help from them — any more than KC4X0 received q “sig 


from Toyota. ; 


You may be wondering why I haven’t made any, reference to ignition and or alternator 
“hash” interferring with reception on the HF bands. Well, there certainly is some of that — 
QRM, not severe, and the Omni noise blanker helps reduce it a bit. But, first things first. 
Solving the brain-box cut-off problem carries the higher priority, and when that is solved, te 


then I will consider ways of reducing QRM. : 


If any of your readers have had some experience in these matters — especially with — 


fuel-injected, electronic ignition vehicles, I would be very happy to hear from them. , 
I wish you and vours a Very Merry Christmas and a Happy, Healthy and Prosperous 
New Year.

The CQWW CW contest is now history and band conditions were 
not bad.

Now comes the problem of getting the QSL cards out for the least 
expense and the greatest ratio of returns. First, the least expensive 
takes the longest time for reply. That is the ARRL outgoing QSL 
Bureau. The cards require sorting alphabetically and are $1.00/Ib. 
postpaid to the bureau. You must be a member of ARRL and have ~ 
envelopes in the incoming 4th call area INCOMING bureau. Details 
are published in the ARRL magazine QST. This has provided good 
response for all of us. MORE ON THIS NEXT MONTH. 


The quickest for most responses is to send your card direct, and 
$.44 cents postage will get it to any place in the world airmail. Avoid 
using stamps having the U.S. flag on them — I hate to say it but im 
some parts of the world the letter is stolen or “‘trashed”’ in anger 
and the card never arrives at the destination. The return postage is 
best provided by getting that country’s stamps from the DX Stamp 
Service, 7661 Roder Pkwy., Ontario, NY, 14519. George is very 
accommodating about speed and returns. This avoids the problem 
of the DX station possibly pocketing ‘‘green stamp”’ you enclosed 
and forgetting about your card. More about getting the harder ones 
next month — GUD CX — CUL—73.

FLORIDA’S PACKET RACKET RADIO 
By Don Deem, WB4LLO 

This is the second and final part of the article written by Ted Huf 
that appeared in the October Beacon titled “‘Lightning.”’ 

Good grounding of a ham station need not be difficult or very 
expensive. All the components are available locally. Use 5/8” 
copper coated steel ground rods at least 10’ long. You can also use 
your well casing, if you have one. Use a heavy battery cable to 
bypass the bearings on rotors by jumpering around the rotor from 
the mast to the tower. Install feedlines inside the tower. This will 
help protect them from side flashes and prevent electromagnetic 
fields from being induced into the feed lines. 

It is very important to have all of the grounds used at your station 
bonded together. Consider the following: The tower is grounded 
with a 10’ ground rod, the transceiver is grounded with a rod 
outside the shack, and of course the power company ground is at 
the meter. Now suppose that lightning hits your tower with a stroke 
of 10,000 amps.-Your tower is grounded, but let’s say that it is 10 
ohms resistance to earth (pretty good for Florida). The IR drop is 
10,000 amps x 10 ohms = 100,000 volts. Some of the current will go to 
ground, but some will head for the shack on the feed line. Now a 
couple of things will happen; part of the current goes to ground at 
the shack ground rod, but some may flash over from the chassis to 
the power line to get to the power companie’s good ground system. 
The current that was passing on the shield of the coax feed line can 
also induce a votage onto the center conductor which then might 
get into the RF section of your transceiver. 

The idea of bonding all the grounds together is to give the current 
a controlled low resistance path to ground. Lightning will try its 
best to get to ground so give it a good path. The use of a number 6 or 
larger solid copper ground wire is suggested. Be sure that you 
make a good electrical connections. A good rod in the earth’s 
surface sees an electrical resistance from earth itself. Large 
surges of current into a rod results in large voltages at the rod. 
Likewise a voltage gradient during a strike exists along the surface 
of the earth radially around the ground rod. This gradient can be 
several thousand volts per meter within a few meter radius of the 

rod. It is therefore not advisable to drive ground rods too close to 
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‘other grounds without bonding to them. This bonding keeps the rods 


at the same voltage thus preventing flash over.*** 

That concludes Ted Huf’s article on “Lightning.” If you have any
